& SCIENTIFIC FIRE-EXTINGUISHING 
ee APPaBATOS, : 
” Mfost of our’ readers havo realised: how. 'im- 
portant a mstier it is that stesmers, more 
expecially those which carry passengers, should 
be equipped with a scientific fire-extinguishing 
apparatus, . In order to ascertain precigely how 
such om opparatus is fitted and how fer it 
appears to be efficient, the writer of the Ship- 
ping Notes in thé Times recently visited the 
New Zealand Shipping Company’s steamer 
Turakina at the Albert Docks, which is the

time. He gives the following: desoription of 
the | apparatus:—The Turakina is a new 
steamer of 8,050 tons, ‘and the con carry 250 
passengers and a crow of 110. Her full cargo 
capacity is 14,000 tons. The holds are divided, 
vertically ‘and horizontally into 24, difterent 
compartments, iroluding bunkers; and three’ 
holds and three ‘“tween-deck comportments are 
lined with carbon insulators, Frozen produce 
is carried in, thesoix compartments, Experi- 
ence has shown that the #isk of fire in a vessel 
of this kind is considerable; and the potut to 
which I specially devoted attention was ‘the 
means by which @ fire, occurring in any oue 
compartmunt ; or bunker, conld- be extin: 
gaished before it could become of serious 
proportions. It hos, I believe, been established 
beyond question that the gas generated in the 
Turakina’s apparatue—sulphur dioxide with o 
slight atmixtare of sulphur trioxide—wil 
extinguish 9 fire in avy closed apace, provided 
that it can be introduced in the necessary 
effective proportion. I tried, therefore, by 
enquiries and by personal observation, to ascer- 
fain exactly tho means by which the desired 
object. was sought to be achieved. Tho gas 
is generated by burning sulphur under indaced 
-dranght, and is furced by 8 blower through 
a discharge pipe which runs along the whole 
length'of the ship. From ibis main.” are 
carried branches, controlled by valves which 
Jead to the. bottom of every compartment 
and bunker in the vessel. Large compartments 
havo two discharge pipes, one at each end. 
There are altogether 39 bravches for distzi- 
buting tbe gas. -At the top of each compart- 
ment and bunker'isa return pipe which leads 
tow return “min” and thence rans back to 
the gas generator, Every digoharge pipe bas 
its corresponding return “pipe, 60 ibat the 
circulation of the ges is’ fully provided for. 
In the event of fire in any compartment 
or.Vunker it iz only necessary to open the 
valves. communicating with thet part of tho 
vessel, suck ont the air through the retarn 
pipe, and drive in gas through the discharge 
pipe until o fire-annibilating mixture has been 
made, The ges, which in theevent of fire would; 
of course, become hot, is then ecirealated through 
a“ cooler” until the compartment or bunker,is" 
cooled down.
